Connally, chairman ot the senate 
foreign relations committee, said 
thot "If the United States Is to 
apealc with a persuasive and Influ- 
ential voice in the peace conference, 
there must be no division behind 
tho lines."

OI the 27 new mark.i, nine previ- 
ously were held In the United States 
(five by the AAFj; seven were held 
in Germany, five In Italy, three In 
Russia, one In Pronce and lliree were 
open with no official entry. 

The nlr forces noted that it had 
set an additional mark in December, 
tho 450 miles an hour transconti- 
nental cro.--ilng by Col. Clarence S.

PARIS. Sept. 14 (/P)— Soviet Foreign Minlater Molotov 
-snid today that efforts to repudiate tho right of veto in the 
U. N. security council should be rejected "as an attempt to 
prepare a new war" and warned that "it would be dangerous 
to ignore tho Soviet Union" if tho United Nations want pence. 

Propoaing "a Soviet system of democracy" for Trieste, 
Molotov made this statement after Australia charged yester- 
day that the security council waffninfit to administer Trieste 
and had fallen "into disrepute" through "arbitrary, Irre- 
Hponsibilf and diclntorial" use

Molotov declared that "if 
the United Nations want to 
defend pence without the 
Soviet Union, or even against 
the Soviet Union, It would be 
doomed to failure, 

"Attempta to repudiate tho right 
ot veto In tho security council 
should be rejected as an attempt to_ 
prepare a new war. 

"Tho renunciation or repudlaUon 
of tho right ot veto will help those 
who are trying to set up an Anglo- 
American bloc, but tliey will come to 
nothing for they ore doomed to the 
same Ignomlnous failure as In the 

Molotov presented to the Italian 
political and territorial eommls.slDn 
of tho European peace conference a 
proposal on Internationalizing Tri- 
este seeking to "neutrallia and do- 
mlUtarlic" the area and assure with- 
drawal oC^lfll foreign troops" within 
30 daj-s imer the signing of the 
Italian treaty.

JUST WHAT IS WALLACE? 

Secretary of Commerce Wallace. spEakln? 
Jor the nd ministration the other nlRht with 
President Truman',-! approval, warned the 
American people of a danger they have been 
fearing for several months— the threat of 
another war. 

Carefully as Secretary Wallace tried to 
couch his explanation of this growing peril, 
he could not conceal cither his sentiments 
or his prejudices. 

"I want one thing clearly understood," the 
secretary was careful to point out. "I am 
neither antl-Brlllsh nor pro-British— neither 
nntl-Russlan nor pro-Rusjlan." And Just two 
days ago, when President Truman read these 
words, he aald thot they represented the 
policy ol hla administration." 

But then the secretary added very signifi- 
cantly: 

"Certainly, we like the British people as 
IndWduala. But to make Britain the key to 
our foreign policy would be. In my opinion, 
the helBht of folly. We must not let British 
balance-ot-power manipulations determine 
■whether and when the United States gets 
Into war." 

Then Wallace went on to "admit" that in 
deoling with the Soviet union, this country 
Is reckoning with a force which cannot be 
handled auccessfully by a 'get tough with 
Russia' policy. The tougher we get. he said, 
the tougher the Russians will get. 

Whether that means that Wallace thinks 
the United States should try to appease Rus' 
ala. Instead of maintaining Its close relation' 
Bhlp with Great Britain, la for the reader to 
Judio for hUnself. bearlnst in mind that Wal- 
lace Ions ^ce has been suspected of having 
leanings that would more nearly coincide 
. with the Russian philosophy. 

In any event, Wallace did say that present 
diplomatic developments abroad could lead 
us straight to war "unless this country formu- 
lates a clearly-defined and realistic foreign 
policy ot its own." 

And then he tacked on an antt-cllmax 
which could even be interpreted to throV 
all thia antt-lsolatlonlsm talk right back Into 
his teeth:

Wo are thinking particularly of 
UNRRA Director FlorcUo La Ouardla. fonner 
mayor of New York, who finds time in his 
busy life to do a column which Is run as a 
pold ad by a New York furniture company, 

The other day. from Warsaw, Mr. La Guar- 
dla had this to say; "In every capital that " 
have visited, men in high office as well as 
heads of government have pulled out clip- 
pings of American newspapers and have a-sk 
ed me why the errors, why the jnlsreprosen 
tatlons, why the false Information. If they 
were editorials, the answer was easy. When 
they were news items, purporting to repre^ 
sent the foots, there was no answer." 

Now. any good city editor would Jump down 
a reporter's throat for such writing. Who 
made the complaints? What were the papers 
In question, and what did the stories deal 
with? Are you sure that these' officials were 
unbiased and had all the facts? Did you in 
vestlgate all the complaints and prove to 
your own ^lattsfactlon that they contained 
misrepresentations and false Information? 

But Mr. La Ouardla has an out. "1 am not 
going to mention any particular new.'spapi 
today," he writes further on, "lest this article 
be rejected." 
That Is as If a newspaper wrote: "There arc 
— corrupt. grafUrig poliucians"m"ihi3"'city7 but 
we are not going to name them for fear they 
will sue for libel." 

If you are going to be a Journalist. Mr. La 
Ouardla. get some facts to back up your nc' 
cusatlons, and name names. Even the papers 
which were the object of your most abusive 
attacks during your years as mayor do that 
much.

PRESS AND RADIO 

When radio brondcs.stlng of news first began, 
good many ■ newspapermen were ainrmed. They felt 
that passlbly this was the beRmnlng ot the end of 
newspapers. Today, nllrr more than a quarter 
century ol what Is called newscnstlng. tho newapapera 
are more a p.irt of tho Amerlcnn way ot Ule than 

Radio brosdcaatlng of news has won a place In this 
way, loo. We should mlM It If It suddenly should 
stop. In the essentials, the newspapers and the radio 
are not rivals. They tit In with each other In many 
ways, and neither threatens the other. 

The newspapers contain the wldo variety ot newi 
and tho details can be read at any lime. There Is 
no hurry, - and— they- can..bD_»aved for Uvlng-i 
reading alter supper, or they can be read at i 
following delivery or purchase. They can bo read 
going home on tlie bus. on tho train, In tho hotel 
lobby. It preferred, the; can be saved for reading 

When news li to be received by radio, tho Umo 
schedule ot tho broadcasUng station must be fol' 
lowed. II anyone mlsaeo tho 11 o'clock broadcast, 
ho has missed It. He may catch later broadcasts 
hut he Is tho slave to their time. too. if he want 
to verify what he heard, get what was not clear, hav 
the detalU. he can carry tho paper In hl-t pochet and 
read It when he has tl.-ne or Inclination. Be.ildes ho 
can clip from his paper anything that ho wishes 
to save lor reference. 

Tho radio la good for broadcasting sports. Foot' 
ball, baseball, hockey, boxing, all these come ove: 
the air In exciting, often .tatLsfyIng ra.^hlon. Most 
though, after ILitenlng to the broadcasts ot ouch 
contests, are even more ot a hurri' than usual to 
get the papers and lo read their accotmt ot tho game 
or the right. 

So, underneath, there is no real rlvalrj' between 
preas and radio. Each in its ovn way docs Ita Job. 
One Is better became of the other. In addition, here 
In the Dnlt*d States radio and press are both free. 
The constitutional freedom of the preia and freedom 
ot apeeeh have been entended to tho radio.- So the 
American people, with their frea prass and free radio, 
are the best Informed peoplo In the world.— Newport 
(R. I.) Dally News. 



Immedlatoly after Hitler fell and 
Russia was saved, the Stalin gov- 
ernment resumed Ita old hoatlllty to 
the United Blatas.

Policy Told by Wallace Ought 
To Have Been True Years Ago 



Editor, Times-News: 

The Wallace pronouncement on 
foreign affairs, and endorsed by 
President Truman, Is exactly what 
ahould always have been our lorelfm 
policy. I aBTCo with Wallace, and 
th« Prealdent; In their condomna- 
Uon of the ' British "Balance of 
Power Doctrine" — that fiendish 
doctrine on which the British still 
pride tbemulTes. Had the Wallace 
pronotm cement always been our 
foreign policy wo would not have 
participated In World war I. nor 
In World war n. 

Of the British "Balance of Power" 
I wrote In this Forum. Oct IB. 1D39: 
"It has. caused more wars. apUled 
moro blood, made more widows 
Knd orphans, done more to take the 
Joy out ot the world, done more to 
malco mankind doubt whether there 
is ft Ood la heaven, than— than— 
there Is no comparison] 

"But BrlUln'a sun Is setting. Soon 
lU twlllKht will be Bone, And tho 
world will turn to trreet the first 
ruddy llflht Of a new day] And the 
clouds of the pe^t, and the hate and 
the hlood will be washed »way. 
For Ood lelgns In Heaven. He will 
relsn In tho hearts of men. And 
men will live as brothenil" 

And then on Peb. 30. lOM. I 
wrote In this Forum: "Let ua pmy
